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EMERGENCY COMMUNICATIONS EXERCISE FOR CITIZEN VOLUNTEERS ASSISTING LOCAL

(Gainesville, FL) Sunday afternoon, March 1, 2020, over fifty amateur radio volunteers from multiple states will 
participate in a 3-hour emergency communications exercise designed to test and evaluate skills, assets and strate- 
gies for emergency communications, such as those needed in the aftermath of Hurricane Michael. Alachua County 
volunteers served during Hurricane Michael, assisting the Florida Baptist Disaster Relief organization's feeding 
efforts. 


The Exercise is being directed by the North Florida Amateur Radio Club (NFARC), as part of their third annual Com- 
munications Conference providing advanced training to FCC-licensed citizen volunteers. Lecturers have collaborat- 
ed to create a 200+ page text available on Amazon for the multi-track training sessions on Saturday Feb. 29. The 
training will then be put to work on Sunday as participants fan out to 7 assigned simulated Shelter locations, and 
the Alachua County Emergency Operations Center. 


Hal Grieb, Alachua County Emergency Manager fully supports this volunteer-driven Homeland Security Exercise 
and Evaluation Program-based effort, and will personally be involved as an Evaluator with his staff. 


The North Florida Amateur Radio Club, and co-sponsoring Gainesville Amateur Radio Society, are both affiliated 
with the national amateur radio organization, the American Radio Relay League, and active participants in the 
North Florida Section. 


For the past three years, the North Florida Amateur Radio Club has published a written training text comprised of 
chapters written by its lecturers, and last year also published the written report of its Exercise. Last year's exercise 
scenario was a novel respiratory virus that crippled the nation.
